The  mémorial  of  the  undersignedLMinisters  of  the  Church  of  England  in  the  Canadas,  and  Itfissionaries 
of  the  Incorporated  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts^Aiost  respectfully  shewetli  :

Society  abovementioned,  in  which  Cirtularbis  Lordship  was  requested  to  inform  your  memoriaiists,  ihat 
from  and  after  the  date  of  the  said  letter,  the  salaries  paid  to  them  up  to  that  date,  should  undemo  a  re 
duction  of  thirty  per  cent.,  and  that  a  faHher  diminution  should  periodically  take  place  until  Julv   1*^5 
at  which4ime  their  salaries  are  to  be  reduced  to  one  half  of  the  amount  driginally  stipulated  :  "^
